YSTER BAY, Aug. lib— Baron Dj 
Rosen, Russian ambassador to 
the United States and second 
official of the Russian emperor's 
envoy to the peace conference, was 
with President Roosevelt for an hour I 
late this afternoon at Sagamore Hill. 
He came to Oyster Ray by invitation 
of the President, not merely to dis- 
cuss with him the situation, but to 
have presented to him by the Presi- 
dent a proposition which, it is hoped, 
may solve the differences which have 
arisen between the plenipotentiaries 
of the two governments. After bis 
conferences with the President, Baron 
De Rosen left Immediately for his 
summer home at Magnolia, Mass., 
where be and M. Witte, the principal 
Russian envoy, expect to spend Sun- 
day. 

Neither President Roosevelt nor 
Baron De Rosen would consent to dis- 
cuss, even in the most general terms, 
the details or result of their confer- 
ence. The ambassador wdll present 
the proposition to M. Witte tonight, 
and the likelihood Is that it will be 
submitted to Emperor Nicholas. On 
the result of its consideration will de- 
pend the fate of the peace conference. 
I', is not improbable that before the 
envoys meet next Tuesday it may be 
known with some degree of deilnitc- 
ness whether It Is to be peace in the 
far east or a continuation of the war.

If we except some of 
the open areas on the delta of the 
Praser and In some of the valleys of 
the interior, which are In reality too 
valuable to be utilized in other than 
the most intensive way, the land ev- 
erywhere suggests and naturally lends 
itself to minute .subdivision. When 
we consider the great adaptability of 
the province to horticulture, dairy- 
ing, and, generally speaking, small, 
mixed farming, rather than to grain - 
growing, we can readily perceive the 
reason for tfae conclusion arrived at. 
The climait* and soil are peculiarly 
favorable to the growing of fruit, veg 
etab-les and grasses. Hortlcultur 
and dairying (except in circumstances 
which 'do not exist gen-erally here) 
are necessarily restricted In area se 
Jar as one person is canoerned, a con-- 
tlition which is still further empha- 
sized by the expense and difficulty 
of bringing large areas into cultiva- 
tion. This is really a blessing h 
disguise, because the whole area o 
available lands, arable and pastoral 
do not exceed 10,000,000 acres out of 
a possible 245,000,000 acres. of th 
.10,000,00(1 acres, nearly one-half of 
which lie in the Peace river country 
we have only between live and six 
millions that may be classed as strict- 
ly arable. In time, no doubt, thi 
area will be increased by the eon- 
version id' side lulls hit ofruit and pas 
tore lands not .now taken into con 
slderation; but. that is a matter of 
speculation and subject to demonstri 
tion by experiment and experience.

tent. It is discouraging at first 
sight to realize that only about one- 
fortieth of our land is agricultural; 
bin when we consider the possibili- 
ties of intensive cultivation on the 
lines of our greatest capabilities we 
.an be greatly encouraged. There 
are holdings in British Columbia in 
favored localities and under favorable 
conditions which at the present time 
are yielding $1100 tin acre net profit.

What was the flimsy foundation on ■ 
which this astounding story was rear-. 
Simply a notice sent from t) Jf . 
tsury Department to the provlm jg^ 
assessors that in accordance with tlie 
Act the "owner of timber land s ^ nil 
furnish to the assessor . . . a .,, tP _ 
turn of his timber land," giving the 
details of it that are require a to 'form 
an accurate basis for Its 'assessment. 
Upon this plain document the as- 
tounding assertion was rr ja de that the 
government intended to impose a tax 
on lease holders and license holders In 
addition to the rent fjinl royalty they 
have to pay. Of coc,rse no .intelligent 
person reading the, circular would 
have reached such ti conclusion. Fol- 
lowing the wording of the Act, it 
slates that "the 'owner of timber land" 
must »lo so and so. Leuse holders and 
license holders are not "owners of 
timber land," And, therefore, could not 
he subjected to such a tax as is sug- 
gested. As a matter of fact, they tire 
expressly exempted from taxation un- 
der sub-section 20 of -section 1 of the 
Assessment Act, which, -dealing with 
exemption says: "Timber ami coal 
lands held under lease or license from 
the Crown, in virtue of the Land Act 
of this Province, under which ti roy- 
alty and rental Is reserved, or under 
which a license fee is reserved for the 
use of His Majesty, while .so held, but 
not otherwise." But the circular, fol- 
lowing the exact .phraseology of the 
Act, states explicitly that It Is the 
"owner of timber land" that Is ad- 
dressed, and there could, therefore, 
he no confusion with the holders of 
leases or licenses on Crown lands. 

While, as we have said, we do not 
feel like being too severe on the men 
who are compelled day by clay to pan- 
der to the taste for sensation, which 
they have themselves created, it is to 
bo regretted that such statements as 
that we have referred to should be 
made about one of our most important 
industries and the Government's in- 
tention in regard to it, since there Is 
always the possibility of people not 
aware of the Irresponsibility of the 
authors of such articles taking them 
seriously and reaching unfavorable 
conclusions on the Provincial indus- 
trial situation. 

In this connection it might he well 
to refer to the statements in a let- 
ter in .last evening's Times signed 
"Taxee," who says, among other 
things, that owners cannot 
the returns demanded without cruis- 
ing their land, and "they are not go- 
ing to the expense of sending out a 
cruiser for that purpose." The very 
object of the law as It stands Is to 
prevent men holding wild lands under 
the guise of "timber lands" and avoid- 
ing the •( per cent. tax. The law

NEW YORK STOCKS. 

New York. Aug. 10.— The decided 
dullness of todays slock market was 
evidence of ihe spirit of caution develop- 
ed in the mini Is of operators by the re- 
actionary tendency developed yesterday. 
The hardening of the rates for money 
(teems now imminent by reason of the 
inception ol the movement of currency 
on a large scale to the interior. The 
abundance of the crops to be moved, and 
the very active conditions of business, 
which are themselves the instruments 
of prosperity, promise an extra require- 
rment on New York reserves. The ex- 
lent of tins requirement can only be 
measured by its actual development, and 
now that the demand lias set in, it is 
likely to proceed steadily to the maxi- 
mum. 

The rise in the rales for call lnnney, 
even without reaching the proportions 
of a stringent market, has an almost, in- 
evitable effect on borrowing for specu- 
lative purposes. Holders of stocks on 
margin at the present high level of 
prices are naturally solicitous, therefore, 
or the developments of the immediate 
future. The bank statement reflected 
only a small part of the increase cash 
in reserves, but. the week's activity in 
the stock market resulting in some ex- 
pansion of the loan account, so that the 
increase in the deposit item increased 
the reserve requirement in proportion, 
i The net result was a shrinkage of 
about $3,500,000 in the surplus of the 
bunks.

No Kng- 
lish or Cauadiau decision on the precise 
point was cited, but 1 think according 
to the law of Canada the oath was ad- 
ministered. Hex v. Lai Ping, 11 13 C, 
.1 012, may be usefully referred to in this 
respect, 'and also O'Reilly v. People, SO 
N, 1'., 15-1, which latter case was relied 
on by licensed, but it seems to me alto- 
gether agaiust his contention. 

The Oath in California. 
Then as to whether ir was adminis- 
tered in California — i.e., according to 
California law. lit People v. Simptop 
(1001), 00 Pac„ Sot, there are some ex- 
pressions by the court, which it is con- 
tended, indicate that the oath in ques- 
tion was not administered, and that the 
nfflanl could not be subject to the pen- 
alties for perjury. Section 2004 of the 
code of civil procedure lays down the 
form to be observed in administering an 
oath, but section 121 of the penal code 
it is provided "it is no defence to a 
prosecution for perjury that the oath 
was administered or taken in an irregu- 
lar manner, or that the person accused 
of perjury did not go before, or was not 
. in the presence of the officer purporting 
to administer the oath, if such accused 
caused or procured such officer to cer- 
tify that the oath had been taken or 
administered." 

I Mr, Whiting says bis opinion is that 
the curative provisions uf section 1-1 ap- 
ply here, nnd that the objection that the 
oath was not administered is not it good 
one. 1 should think any court would be 
slow to hold that a person charged with 
perjury who went before a notary, said 
he swore to the truth of certain state- 
ments, and nl the same time holding up 
his right hand, was in a better position 
than one who sent his nltlduvil to a 
nota ry by an Office hoy. and thus pro- 
cured a notary's certificate that the affi- 
davit hail been .-sworn lo before him. 

The accused in his evidence staled 

that in ISSN 1 itered into a contract 

marriage with Amies M. Newman, and 
at her solicitation he consented to tlie 
'religious marriage in 1880, at the church 
of St. .Tolrll the Hands! in San Fran- 
cisco. This religious marriage he said 
was with Agnes M. Newman, and not 
with Charlotta Eugenie Newman, as 
suited by the marriage ccrtilicute, and 
tlie evidence of the witnesses Newman 
and Curran, and the affidavits of Char- 
lot t a 1-:. Collins and Florence Newman. 
The contention on bclmlf of. accused in 
that the contract marriage in 1S88 was 
good according to the law of California 
at that lime, and that even if lie were 
married to Charlotta Newman in 1889 
the marriage was not valid, and there- 
fore the statement in the affidavit deny- 
ing the marriage was true. 

Evidence of the Accused. 

The evidence of the accused is so at 
variance with the lest of the evidence 

thai 1 cannot accept his statement as to 
the contract marriage; to believe it I 
must be satisfied that the religious mar- 
riage in INS! I was to Agnes M. Newman, 
and not to Charlotta K. Newman. On 
the back of the marriage license and 
certificate there is the endorsement 
"Ceo. I). Collins and Charlotta B. New- 
man." and this endorsement is in the 
handwriting of the accused, at least Mr. 
Groom says it is,, nnd he was not cross- 
examined, (although accused denies it is 
his handwriting) on thai point, and it 
wa- not charged, or even suggested, be- 
fore me that he was one of the many al- 
leged conspirators against the accused. 
It is contended the name "Charlotta Eu- 
genie" was inserted in the marriage li- 
cense by mistake, and a fairly plausible 
explanation of how that mistake was 
made is given, lint unless accused was 
married to Charlotta— why he wrote the 
name of "Charlotta I-:. Newman" on the 
hack of the marriage license is inex- 
plicable.

The lion. .lumen II. McColl, member 
for ISchueu, Victoria, in tho Common- 
wealth parliament or Australia, has been 
visiting Ottawa in the course of a trip 
around the world. He wits a member 
of the Victoria parliament from LSS(i to 
1900, when he was elected to the Com- 
monwealth. Interviewed by a represen- 
tative of the Ottawa Free Press, be save 
his views on a number of subjects of Im- 
perial arid intercolonial interest, of which 
the following is the main portion: 
Evils of Party System. 

"The House of Commons was disap- 
pointing, tou expect to lind in the 
mother of parliaments dignity, wisdom 
and the spirit of fair play as the leading 
characteristics, but you don't, and the 
latitude allowed by the Speaker rather 
astonished me. 1 think Britain is cursed 
by the extreme length to which the parly 
system lias been carried, and large cpies- 
tions do not get the proper discussion 
and treatment they should, Then, there 
is 110 commanding personality at present 
leading either side. The opposition prom- 
ise great reforms when they are no long- 
er the opposition, but they do not assist 
the government to bring them about now. 
If tuey were to assume office their great 
divergencies of opinion would at once be 
manifest as to the general conditions 
existing. 

Army of British Unemployed. 

"It is Is 35 years since 1 visited the old 
country, and during that time there have 
■been enormous developments, but 1 can- 
not say that the general conditions are 
satisfactory. With an enormous accumu- 
lation of wealth, I saw more squalid 
poverty and distress than in any other 
place 1 have visited. Taxation is ex- 
tremely heavy, and the number of unem- 
ployed throughout Britain is appalling." 

"To what do you attribute these con- 
ditions'/" 

"It is difficult after only a four 
months' visit to reply with accuracy, but 
1 should say there are three great causes. 
The throwing out of land from cultiva- 
tion and depletion of rural districts; the 
competition of foreign goods and conse- 
quent displacement of British industry; 
the great indulgence in drink and en- 
ormous sum spent OU it, £1811,000,000 a 
year. Unless there is reform in these 
matters, I fear there will be little im- 
provement." 

"I presume you arc in favor of prefer- 
ential trade?" 

• '•Yes. I believe it is the duty of every 
man that loves his country to draw the 
bonds of empire closer in every possible 
way, and also to prevent the displace- 
ment of British labor, which is now go- 
ing on." 

Poverty in England. 

"Do you think there is a strong feel- 
ing in favor of Mr. Chamberlain's pro- 
posals V" 

"I believe the feeling is much stronger 
ithan appears oil the surface, nud ii is 
only the fear of dear toed that prevents 
their acceptance at once. There is a 



great outcry no doubt against them, but 
the virulent and hysterical opposition 
of its opponents shows how afraid tliey 
are that Mr. Chamberlain will succeed. 
It seems to me, while 1 am ont a pes- 
simist, the time has come when every 
patriot should calmly consider whether 
the undisputed fact that more than u 
fourth of the population are on the star- 
vation line and that there are nearly 
a million paupers in England and Wales 
are not such as call for very drastic 
social and economic changes." 

Bo you think Free Trade is played out 
in Britain V" 

"There is very little free trade there 
now. It suits its adherents to try and 
conjure with a name, but the free trade 
is mainly free buying and not free sell- 
ing. It is lime to give up the sham and 
reconsider the whole position. The op- 
ponents of Mr. Chamberlain hold out 
fancy pictures to the workingmau, but so 
far as 1 have seen there are nc propo- 
sals from them for practical relief." 

"What is the opinion in Australia ou 
preferential trade?" 

"Opinion there is largely in a state of 
flux, hardening towards its adoption. It 
lias not become a live questioin there yet, 
but at the last election was incidentally 
discussed, ami a majority of members 
are in favor of it. If made a test ques- 
tion nt an election the people nlso N would 
again return a majority to Mtpjort it." 

"What do you think of Canada?" 

'A great deal. You are working here

"What area of land do you suppose 
can be successfully irrigated?" 
J "1 can only give an opinion as regards 
the districts I have named, as my knowl- 
edge of the other stutes is too limited. 
Some three years ago a royal commis- 
sion, consisting of the ablest engineer on 
water supply in each state, was ap- 
pointed by the governments of Victoria, 
Xew South Wales and South Australia. 
They are able, shrewd men, not too op- 
timistic, and after a most careful en- 
quiry and the experience of the gold 
beds of the rivers for over twenty years, 
they arrived at the conclusion that here 
in New South Wales and Victoria, 47,- 
500,000 acres that could be commanded 
by gravitation and 2,500,000 acres iu 
South Australia by pumping. Nothing 
like this area could be watered in any 
one year, and they did not state definite- 
ly how many acres could, but they gave 
the discharges of the Darling ami Mur- 
ray rivers, for a typical high year, at 
1171. (Kill million cubic feet, for the lowest 
year known, at yhS,<HJO million cubic 
feet, and tor typical mean year at 445,- 

000 million cubic feet. 

1 "With due provision for storage and a 
system of locking on the rivers, there 
could be irrigated 10,000,000 to 15,000,- 
000 acres annually, and the area would 
increase as lime went on."

'Two 
years ago a drought extending ovci 
seven years was terminated, hut its in- 
fluence is still being felt. We are in a 
transition stale there at present, similar 
to what Canada went through in the 
years after 18(17 following federation, 
hut we will settle down directly and gel 
to practical work. The country has 
wonderful recuperative power, and a few 
good seasons like the last two will in. ike 
up our losses and put heart into the 
people." 

"Are you doing anything to cope v iih 
the drought evil?" 

"Yes, the attention of all the stn;es, 
but more especially of New South Wales 
and Victoria, is being directed to I be . nn- 
sideration of the water now going to 
waste, and in the latter state large 
works have been constructed and are 
now being continued." 

Irrigstion in Australia. 

"Are then; facilities for irrigation ?" 

"Ves. up to the extent of the water 
available, there is no place in the world 
where the general conditions .-1111! dis- 
position of the land is more favorable 
for conservation of water and gravity 
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hut they are now returning a net interest 
of 3.08 per cent, in the Commonwealth 
and o\f>8 per cent, in New Zealand. In 
Victoria the net loss was for 1003-4 0.35 
per cent., and the average for all states 
is 0.02 per cent. Against this you must 
set the developmental work going on. 
The working expenses are 51.0 pence per 
'.rain mile each, as against 55.1 pence in 
Canada. In Vict u-ia the rates for wheat 
are: 200 miles. 4.2S pence; 400 miles, 
o.41 pence. The latter is about our lar- 
gest haulage." 

Political Pull Debarred. 

"Do you not find that political influ- 
ence affects the management?" 

"At one time it did, but never to any 
appreciable extent. The management 



is now entrusted to a board of commis- 
sioners, tiie ministry being purely a 
political bead, but not allowed to inter- 
fere. The government indicates the 
policy, but full statutory powers of man- 
agement are' given to the commissioners. 
If it is desired for a developmental les- 
son to give a concession at a loss, the 
amount of loss must be put on tho esti- 
mates of the government and credited 
to the railway department." 

Canadian in Charge. 

Mr. John Tail, who was an officer of 
the ('. I'. K., is now the chief commis- 
sioner in Victoria, and last year had re- 
duced a heavy deficit for many years 
past to practically making income and 
expenditure (including interest) balance 
He has done very gooil work. 

"How do you .manage your civil ser- 
vice V" 

"In the Commonwealth it is under a 
public service commissioner working un- 
der an act which sets out his powers. 
There is an inspector under him in each 
state, and then there are the usual de- 
partmental heads, but the hitler have 
nothing to do with appointments or pro- 
motions. EJttch man's position is secure 
if he does his duty, and no one can enter 
the service except at the bottom, unless 
it be a special man or expert who cannot 
bo obtained in the service. Examina- 
tions are held when men are required: 
they are competitive, the examiners do 
not' even know the names and number 
one on the list gets the first vacancy, 
number two the second, And so on." 

"Is there no political influence?" 

"None; it is debarred by statute. The 
minister himself of any department can 
make no appointments, nor give the 
smallest increase in salary. As to pro- 
motion. Tho second man gets it if he 
shows ho is tit for it. If not, he stays 
where he is, and ii man over him. 'If he 
is lit, no forces can stop him." 

Clamor Against Favoritism 

"Is there no claim of the chief commis- 
sioner abusing his power?" 

"He cannot, without it being known; 
and, indeed, would not ; the lines on 
which he has to net are laid down fol- 
ium; if he diverges, there would be an 
outcry ami he would 1"' brought to book. 
The railways are of course entirely un- 
der the several commissioners, but ap- 
pointments are similarly made, though 
in the matter of promotions they have 
rather more liberty and can reward 
special merit." 

"How does Canada compare with Aus- 1 
tralia?" 

"Well, it is difficult te make a com- 
parison, and perhaps would not be fair [ 
or wise. Each country has its character- 
istics and advantages, and with decent 
government has a good future before it. 
You ore pushing ahead of us at present, 
but we don't begrudge it a hit : we re- 
joice at it, for we know our turn will 
come." 

"Each country must rely oil its natu- 
ral resources, and tbev are great in both.! 
the ndvuntage Iving, 1 think, with Aus- 
tralia. 



Natural Advantages of Canada. 

"You have a great advantage iu being 
near the great market of the Empire, 
with greater facilities for immigration. 
'Your average yield is higher, and your 
crops ripen quicker, but you have your 
long winter and the stall-feeding of your 
cattle. We all the year rouud have to 
break in our employment because of the 
.seasons. We have a greater diversity 
of climate, ami, Consequently, of pro- 
aunts, and postfibiy ,',:> advantage in 
quality also. Your average yield of wheat 
is over 20 bushels per acre, ours about 
nine. Canada produced in lSJOIi !),750,- 
U0U quarte-B of -ISO lbs. each; Australia 
produced 10,000,000 quarters. Our sheep 
in 1SD1 reached 10U,dUU,0(JO, but the 
losses by drought were enormous, prob- 
ably 10 per cent. The last returns show 
ta,OQ2,{fM .sheep, as against Uanada's 
3,100,014. In cattle we also suffered. 
In 181)1 we had 11,020,000, and ill 1003 
only 7,104,005. Now, those losses are 
being rapidly made up. In dairy cows 
we have 1,270,700, yielding 343,000,000 
gallons of milk, and the value of our 
milk, butter and cheese was £5,547,000, 
or, including New Zealand, £7,801,000. 
i "Our gold yield is large and increas- 
ing. In 18011 it was £0,215,472; in 1003 
it was £10,204,000. With federation is 
sure to be increased production, a larger 
employment of capital, and, necessarily 
industrial activity must expand." 

"Do' you think the fears of increased 
cost of living in Britain will follow the 
adoption of Mr. Chamberlain's pro- 
posals ?" 

"I do not. The increase is too slight 
to affect the markets. The certainty of 
a market would stimulate production iu 
Canada and Australia. The latter alone 
could supply all the foodstuffs Britain 
requires. There are 20,000,0110 acres Un- 
der an assured rainfall, independent of 
the area under irrigation not now grow- 
ing wheat that could and would do so. 
Britain's Bread - Basket. 

"It does seem to me an extraordinary 
fact that the United Kingdom, import- 
ing as if does over £200,000,000 worth of 
foodstuffs every year, should get ovei 
SO per cent, from the foreigners, having 
under its sway '.100,000 square miles of 
territory, of which Canada and Aus- 
tralia compose over two-thirds, and scat- 
tered over the world, over 400,000,000 of 
subjects out of the 1,400,000,000 on 
earth. One wonders what they have 
been seizing all the waste places of the 
earth and building up 11 vast empire for. 
The foreigner is cutting into her markets 
at home and abroad. There is a very 
real danger of his losing — even though 
'1 do not wish to pose as an alarmist. 
If politicians in esse and in posse would 
try and find ground of greater unity, and 
not disintegration, the people will, 1 feel 
sure, back themselves up. The situation 
is complex, the difficulties great. 

"Problems have to he solved and dif- 
ficulties overcome as they have been be- 
fore, and 11 willing hand will find a wav 
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A Race For the Midnight Sun. 



The Norwegian midnight sun, the 
wonderful fjords, high bald fjelds, and 
magnificent glaciers have, for many 
years through the agency of books, 
pictures and explorers, enchanted the 
writer's mind, and burned Ills spirit 
with a red hot desire to see for him- 
self the marvelous doings of nature in 
Norseland. 

It mattered not what cold, temperate 
or hot regions were visited, for In all 
lands Norway's voice was heard. In 
the mountains of Australia, along the 
coasts of New Zealand, through the 
castellated Rockies, on the serrated 
Selkirk tops, over the plateaus of 
golden Cariboo, in and out the glor- 
ious inlets of British Columbia, gazing 
on the glaciers of the Cascades, creep- 
ing up the Alaskan snowclad ranges, 
ascending to the top of sacred cloud - 
piercing Fujl-Zama of Japan, among 
the mists of the rugged Grampian 
highlands, wending the way about and 
up the greensward slopes of the Welsh 
Cambrians, wondering and worshiping 
in the glory land of the Derbyshire 
peaks, feasting on top of lovely Snae- 
fel, the glory-crown of Manxland, or 
camping for months among the Can- 
adian Laurentians everywhere, and for 
years, Norway called, and at length, 
when ability came, obedience was ren- 
dered to the summons. 

Through lovely Denmark we passed, 
through the whole length of Sweden, 
the "beautiful, we journey until We' 
passed beyond the mystic Arctic Cir- 
cle, on north and westward to and over 
the height of land we went, until nt 
last we reached Norway tit the head 
of Ofoten Fjord. Here a halt was made 
for the purpose of studying several 
things. 

When the earth was created the land 
and water had to be separated. Here 
in Norway and Sweden the Creator 
built up, long ago, some of the first 
stone piles this earth saw. The Scan- 
dinavian and Laurent lan granites com- 
peted for lirst place. Let geologists 
prove which won In the primeval race 

These granites, porphyries and syen- 
ites, make mighty mountain ranges, 
support perhaps the largest glaciers 
known to man, and furnish huge safe 
walls for the numerous deep, and deep- 
ly penetrating far-famed fjords, in 
Canada called inlets. The mountain 
peaks and rounded sloping backs are 
mostly altogether bare, or dotted with 
mosses, lichens, blue bells, buttercups, 
yellow and purple violets, vetches, red 
and rich blue-purple geraniums, tire- 
weed and other plants too numerous to 
mention. The little silver-leafed wil- 
low at great heights Is so small [hat 



it has but a single catkin which is 
larger than the tree itself. 

On the peaks, where nearly no vege- 
tation appears, the little dwarf birch, 
Betula Nanaj, or Montana, shows his 
determination to climb and dwell. This 
plant is very frequently not an inch 
high when full grown, but farther 
down the slopes it enlarges, and In the 
valleys attains to a height of from 
four to six feet. 

There are many plants north of the 
Arctic Circle, of which I examined 
about 1 L'U varieties. Many of these I 
did not expect to lind so far north, and 
at altitudes so high, Hut the Gulf 
Stream, that wonderful boon to Croat 
Britain and Northwest Europe, pro- 
duces many results that surprise peo- 
ple from more southern latitudes and 
lower altitudes. 

An Incident of a personal nature may 
be of interest in this connection. .About 
eight years ago I was a passenger on 
the Allan liner, the well-known Paris- 
Ian, and threw a sealed bottle into the 
Atlantic, midway between Ireland and 
Newfoundland. This was iu Septem- 
ber. In the bottle was a description of 
the steamer, the port toward which we 
were sailing, our latitude, longitude 
and many other things, together with 
my address. The following year, In the 
month of -May, far north in Cariboo, a 
letter from the north of Norway came 
to hand, and with it was my own de- 
scriptive letter. The bottle was found 
by a fisherman, and sent to me by a 
gentleman who could read English, it 
had reached almost to latitude 70 de- 
grees north. So much for the Gulf 
Stream. 

Of the great glaciers In Norway the 
following are very large and most 
magnificent. Near Narvik, at latitude 
tin degrees, 20 minutes, is the giant 
"Krostisen." He can be well seen from 
the head of "Skjomen Fjord." In his 
cold grandeur he Is perched high upon 
the rugged gray walls, and looks down 
calmly on the fjord beneath. He 



fully 40 miles long and 10 to 12 miles 
wide. In the presence of such a mass, 
of an area so great, language fails, and 
description Is useless. 

There are many more about lati- 
tudes 112 degrees to 61 degrees 20 min- 
utes, of which tho largest Is "Joste- 
dales Brae." Perhaps this covers a 
larger area than any other known to 
explorers! At all events, it 13 large 
enough to satisfy the most ardent gla- 
cier hunter. And lastly, at latitude 
60 degrees, Is "Folge Ford," reached 
from Hardanger Fjord, either from 
the east or west. 

The entire north and west coasts of 
Norway are broken into fjords, many 
of them penetrating so far within the 
mountains as to nearly cut the country 
In twain. They are vast in size, 
many in number, varied In scenic 
beauty and grandeur, and almost all 
populated along the shores, and lower 
slopes of the llelds. 

At the moment of writing our steam- 
er, the King Halfdan, is at rest, while 
from a large rowboat, freight and pas- 
sengers are put on and off. The name 
given to this pretty little spot Is 
"Sovik," which is located at the base 
of a tine group of peaks known as "The 
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nee leaving England wo have run 
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10 edge of the deep Id 
immense mass of Ice behind slow- 
ly shoves the blue cold ice wall on- 
: ward, downward and over with an ir- 
resistible and relentless push Hit by 
bit, berg by berg, through the ages, he 
drops ami crashes down lie- steep 
places Into the sea, but eternally the 
snows fall on the miles and miles of 
pushing ice. and thus keeps up the 
supply. It reminds one of the never- 
failing curse of oil of ancient days. 

Farther south, below latitude 67 de- 
grees. Is another monster Ice-field, 
known as "Svartisen." This glacier is 
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A Norwegian gent lorn 
the dangers of this coas 
about 600 people tire dr 
ly. The government has with com- 
mendable enterprise, placed buoys, 
beacons and lighthouses till along the 
coast, and far in tiie deep and branch 
fjords. 

111' all the many things that surprise 
one In this wonderland, one of the most 
striking is the large population living 
where we in Canada would imagine it 
Impossible to .subsist. Ami these brave, 
economic, hardworking people are fair- 
ly comfortable. And they are truly a 
kindly lot. Each family has Its house, 
an outhouse or two, a. potato patch, 
an outfield, some eows and a boat. Gen- 
erally there is a good strong family 
living in comfort .and concord. They 
' are not lonely, lor close by, or around 
a jutting headland, or over on tiie oth- 
er shore, or a little higher up th|S 
slope, can be found one or several fam- 
ilies as near neighbors, and there are 
small villages scattered along the en- 
tire coast, so that the people are not 
so much Isolated as a superficial ob- 
servation would lead one to suppose. 

Many of the houses have a sod roof 
on top of a slate, Hatstone, or wo, id 
roof. This iu winter adds much to 
warmth, and In summer time furnishes 
a. rather attractive (lower garden. 
Some of them have fully a score of 
plant varieties giving blooms of white, 
blue, red and yellow. 

When Canada has occupied her ter- 
ritory as carefully and closely as has 
Norway, her population wdll be not far 
from 200,000,000 of people. 

All who In late .June or early July 
visit Norway, and who have never seen 
the sun at midnight, aim at doing so 
if they have an opportunity. Long 
years the writer planned for this sight, 
and two weeks ago with others, enter- 
ed the region of continual daylight. 
Several times we nearly saw the sun 
at the hour of twelve, but the clouds 
were hostile. Either Neptune below 
or Jupiter above placed a veil over the 
face of old Sol, and wo were disap- 
pointed. 

Already the sun was going south at 
the rate of one degree In four days, 
and our chances kept lessening. Nine 
nights we had spent within the clrclo 
waiting and hinging to see what many 
would gladly see. We had in vain 
climbed 2,000 feet high to get a good 
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view, but the clouds were perverse. 
The tenth night came, and before nine 
o'clock we were on the ascent. When 
10 11. in. came the sun was only his 
own breadth above the mountain- 
marked horizon. We were racing for 
dear life. At 10:30 he was half hid- 
den and at 10:45 lie was out or sight. 

However, there was hope yet as he 
was going, rather eastward around the 
horizon, setting very slowly. So we 
climbed and fairly stormed the heights 
of the mountain soutli of Narvik. We 
were going south towards the peak ; 
that means that we were climbing the 
north slope of the mountain. 

At 11 p. 111. the sun came from be- 
hind the peak and showed full and 
clear; but at 11:15 he was behind an- 
other. And still we climbed. At 11:30 
he was going behind a large peak that 
threatened dire failure to us; but we 
persevered. At 11:45 he was still be- 
hind, but at 11:50 be was half visible, 
and we were then 3,500 feet high. A', 
live minutes to 12 he was In full sight, 
and presented the finest solar spectacle 
we ever witnessed. At two minutes 
past 1- we were resting and the sun 
was just beginning to touch the next 
peak. But we cared not. He might go 
out of sight for a month if he liked. 
We bad won, but It was the hardest, 
the most exciting and the most desper- 
ate race of our lives. To have missed 
locating the sun in the notch between 
the two high sharp peaks at the hour 
of twelve would have been a tierce 
disappointment. No wonder we grew 
thankful, yea, even jubilant! No 
wonder we sang "Cod Stive the King," 
even though for the moment we forgot 
that Norway has no king those days. 
And 110 wonder be bowed thankfully In 
the presence of the Creator of all this 
glory and grandeur: With thankful 
hearts we returned to the Hotel Crand. 

As the sun began to rise again at 
midnight and as we went down the 
mountain more rapidly than we had 
ascended, there was another race, one 
of better feeling ami less anxiety. In 
this ease- the sun was chasing us dur- 
ing the descent, and won his race also 
ere we got to the town, as we had won 
two hours before. 

\\ e entered the hostelry for rest, and 
the clock struck 2.

'Phis was thirty years 
ago, and i.liough the mutter started as 
a joke, Mr. Clemens says it came pretty 
near to materializing. He writes: 

".Mr. Darwin's •Descent of Man' had 
been in print live or six years, and the 
storm of indignation raised by it was 
still raging in pulpits and periodicals. 
In 1 racing the genesis of the human race 
back to ils sources, Mr. Darwin had left 
Adam out altogether. We had monkeys, 
and -missing links,' and plenty of other 
kinds of ancestors, but no Adam. Jest- 
ing with Mr. Boucher and other friends 
in Elmirct, I said there seemed to he a 
likelihood that the world would discard 
Adam and aeeepl the monkey, and that 
in the course of time Adam's very mime 
would he forgotten in the earth; there- 
fore this calamity ought to he averted; 
a monument would accomplish this, and 
Klmira ought not to waste this honor- 
able opportunity to do Adam a favor 
and herself a credit. 

"Then the unexpected happened. Two 
bankers came forward and took hold of 
the matter — not: for fun, not for senti- 
'mcnt, hut because they saw in the 
monument certain commercial advan- 
tages for the town. The project had 
seemed gently humorous before — it was 
more than that now, with this stern 
business gravity injected into it. The 
bankers discussed the monument with 
me. We met several times. They pro- 
posed an indestructible nieineorial to cost 
twenty-five thousand dollars. The in- 
sane oddity of a monument set up in a 
village to preserve n mime that would 
outlast the hills and the rocks without 
any such help would advertise Elmirn 
to the ends of the earth— mid draw cus- 
tom. It would be the only monument 
on the planet to Adam, and in the mnt- 



ROMANCE OF THE OUTLANDS. 

Quarterly Review. 

It Is surprising how little of the ad- 
venturous life of our nice is reflected 
in our literature. Even the imagina- 
tion of our great poets has been but 
little stirred by the wonders of the 
deep and the glamor of strange lands. 
After Aphra Behn had written "Oroon- 
oko," and Defoe "Robinson Crusoe" and 
"Captain Singleton," our novelists, for 
a long time, seldom traveled, even In 

1 fancy, farther than France and Italy. 
It was, for the most part, left to 
French writers, such as Bernardin de 
Saint-Pierre and Chateaubriand, to 
develop the literature of exotic ro- 

| malice which had been originated in 
iOngland. Hut, while our poets, novel- 
ists and painters, in their longing for 
a life of more color, excitement, and 
fulness than ours, were dreaming 
faintly of the Middle Ages, the more 
active and enterprising spirits among 
us. who had penetrated into the dark 
places of the earth, were living the 

j wildest and strangest lives. Some, as 
traders or soldiers of fortune, were 
wandering in the mysterious cities of 
the East; others, landing as settlers 

I on recently discovered coasts, were, 
like their remote ancestors, founding 
new states amid the tumult of border 
warfare; while the boldest adventurers 
were mingling with people still strug- 
gling In the feudal or barbaric stages 
of society, or even living among races 
not yet emerged from the conditions 
of the age of stone. At last, however, 
among these emigrants there has aris- 
en a group of novelists who, it seems 
lo us, represent the freshest and most 
genuine movement in our literature 
during late years. These writers have 
sprung up In the most widely separat- 
ed parts of the world. Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling, the founder of the school, 
came from India, like Mrs. F. A. Steel, 
a writer with less imaginative power 
and a less vivid style, admirable, how- 
ever, In tho delineation of the milder 
lights and shadows of Hindoo char- 
acter. Mr. Joseph Conrad is a master- 
mariner from the Malay Archipelago 
and other shores of old romance; Mr. 
W. H. Hudson is a native of La Plata; 
and Mr. R. Ii. Cunninghame Graham 
has 1 iav. ued widely In South America. 
Mr. faifoadlo Hearn, born In the Ionian 
Islands, wandered across the world 
to Japan; and .Mr. Louis Becke, while 
trading In the South Seas, stilled with 
the last of the English Buccaneers, 
"Bully" Hayes, about whom It. L. 
Stevenson, woo should also be Includ- 
ed in this group, by reason of his later 
works, must have heard some curious 
tales at Samoa. Mr. A. J. Dawson, 
who, after a varied carter In more dis- 
tant countries, has begun to describe 
the picturesque Moors of the sunset 
land, and Mr. Jack London, who has 
returned from Alaska and the Behrlng 
Sea with tales of the conflict between 
Eskimos and Europeans in the Yukon 
valley, represent' a younger generation 
of novelists who are now recruited In 
increasing numbers from the pioneers 
of civilization working among savage 
and decaying races. Owing- to Its 
spontaneity and to Its diversity of or- 
igin, the English movement is wider 
hi its scope nnd more varied in its 
characteristics than the French.

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>l'hP perm inenl prosperity of any 
country depends very largely on the 
agricultural element II Is thai which 
k 1voh ii stability, upholding it In the 
time of depression. From the farms 
come most of the young men who do 
things in the world, and any country or 
community without an agricultural

In lower British Columbia and espe-

the opinion of many that heavier 
tackle and stronger engines may be 
used with advantage where a large 
tract is to be cleared, but on small 
areas the increased difficulty In mov- 
ing will debar a very heavy engine. 
There is also more difficulty in work- 
ing with heavy tackle. It might be a 
good plan to use the ordinary logging 
engine with twice the usual gearing, 
thus giving twice the strength with 
half tiie speed. If this were done it 
would be necessary to use a 1V4 Inch 
cable and heavier blocks and hooks. 

As a good deal of the land on Van- 
coucer Island is covered with fir, the 
cost of stumping Is likely to be higher 
than in Washington State, but cve.i 
allowing an Increase of twenty-five per- 
cent the cost will be much less than 
by the old method. The Increased cost 
will be chiefly in the blasting, as the 
fir sends its roots farther Into the 
ground, and therefore holds tighter. 
One of the difficulties to be contended 
with will be the desire of contractors 
to make fortunes out of their less for- 
tunate neighbors instead of being con- 
tent wltli a legitimate profit on their 
investments. The system of charging 
a fair price per day for the outfit 
seems to be the most satisfactory 
method of working'. 

The above estimate Is the result of 
a careful investigation of the methods 
of stumping by means of donkey en- 
gines In the State of Washington, and 
of interviews with those who have bad 
the work done on their farms. Thai 
the cost is sometimes much higher will 
he seen from the next article, when the 
evidence In detail will be submitted 
with names ami post office addresses 
of those Interviewed, so that anyone 
wishing to go further into the matter 
may communicate with those who are 
Interested In the work In Washington 
Slate.

Last week I said all that can be said 
at present about the state of affairs 
musical In Scotland. This week 1 have 
a few words to say about music in 
England and the colonies. It is my In- 
tention to take the first opportunity of 
visiting these same colonies, but in 
the meantime I have taken the trouble 
to gather In a huge amount of perfect- 
ly useless statistics. It is to be noted 
in the first place that music is ex- 
tremely popular In our colonies and 
that our colonial cousins seem deter- 
mined not to get fur behind our aver- 
age provincial town. The "Messiah" 
is adored and "Elijah' 'is idolized. In 
Canada they have grown so fond of or- 
atorio that they Have engaged Sir 
Alexander Mackenzie to go across and 
compose and conduct for them. In 
South Africa "Judas Maccabaeus" at- 
tracts crowds. In Australia they have 
got the biggest organ in the world. 
What they do In our other outlying 
possessions such as Borneo, India, Ire- 
land, and the Isle of Man I cannot say, 
the friends to whom 1 have written 
about these places- having remained 
obstinately silent- But I have good 
reasons to infer that from a musical 
point of view every colonial town is a 
sort of London. 

To be London is bad; to be a mere 
Imitation of London is surely worse. 
Since my return to these villainous 
climes I have done a good deal of un- 
obstruslve concert-going, and 1 have 
read with considerable assiduity tilings 
for myself and rending what others 
have to say it is borne In upon me that 
London music is getting Into a worse 
state than ever. We have blank weeks, 
blank months, when till save six or 
seven millions of inhabitants are out 
of town, then we have a few weeks 
during which from seventy to a hun- 
dred concerts are given every six days. 
The programmes for these concerts are 
always the same. 1 have lying before 
me at this moment some two hundred 
of them, the carefully hoarded debris 
of sr,me weeks of carefully dodged 
musical entertainments; and I find thai 
' all the pianists have played the same 
! things, all the violinists played the 
same things; nearly all the singers 
sung the same things. In my fellow- 
critics' notices — my fellows of the 
dally papers — this monotony is reflect- 
ed. What they -have already written 
about one artist they repeat about an- 
other; and an intelligent Japanese 
would be sorely troubled to know if 
there was any difference between the 
playing of Miss A. (aged nine) and Mr. 
B. (aged fifty-nine). 

A curious sign may be observed this 
year. Formerly the Hood of concerts 
used to lust until the end of July. At 
the end of June t Ills year the bottom 
suddenly dropped out of the season, 
and now the pianists cease from troub- 
ling and the fiddlers are at rest. They 
are beginning to find out that the game 
is an unprofitable one. Let us hope 
that some day they will find out why it 
Is unprofitable. Everlastingly to play 
the same things is not the way to at- 
tract the paying, or even the non-pay- 
ing, public. If there Is no new music 
written now-a-days, did not Purcill, 
Bach, Handel, Beethoven and Mozart 
leave a thousand beautiful things that 
one can never hear in a concert-hall? 
The answer may be that they did but 
no one will come to hear them. My 
advice Is, Try. For twenty years 
pianists and fiddlers have played 
the same pieces, firmly convinced that 
the British concert-goer wdll listen to 
nothing else; and now that the British 
concert-goer has struck and remains 
at home lo grumble whenever a con- 
cert is going forward, perhaps the ar- 
tists may see the wisdom of trying a 
change, hot us have the new or the 
unfamiliar old.

RELIGIOUS WORK OF ART. 

A writer In 'Pimple Bar (London, 
July) claims for Johannes Brahms' 
"German Requiem" recognition as "the 
greatest religious work of art of the 
nineteenth century." In poetry, paint- 
ing, or architecture, says the writer, 
this claim would mean far less than 
in. music, for, in I be elder arts, the 
great religious work was done before 
the nineteenth century. We read fur- 
ther: 

"People will always judge religious 
music not wiih their Intellect, nor yet 
with their emotions, alone, but with 
their whole character. To many the 
Inspired humanity of Beethoven's Mass 
seems less religious than the very sim- 
ple and very human Inspiration of 'St. 
Paul' and 'Elijah.' Others, for whom 
the matchless magic of 'Parsifal' lacks, 
as religious music, something they can 
not easily define, are moved by the 
brilliant and devout emotionalism of 
Verdi's 'Requiem.' How, in a century 
that produced works such as these, 
dare we speak of a greater still? Tel 
there are people— not easily satisfied, 
perhaps not easily moved — who ask 
that religious music shall be not only 
religious in feeling, but also clothed In 
that perfect form, endued with that 
complex organic life, which Is the su- 
preme secret entrusted by the Creator 
lo the creative artist." 

It Is this perfection of form, accord- 
ing to the writer In Temple Bar, which 
In union with its other qualities, makes 
the "German Requiem" the greatest 
religious work of art of the Inst cen- 
tury.

Dvorak 
was frightfully taken ln by some hu- 
morous American who told him that 
nigger corruptions of old English 
psalm-tunes were America's national 
music, and he set to work and labor- 
iously constructed symphonies out of 
them; but even that joke was less 
cruel than persuading a respectable 
English knight, the father of a family, 

I to become romantic and write rhapso- 

i dies on fragments of old English and 
Breton songs. Canada, however, hav- 
ing no musicians of her own seems de- 
termined to capture someone who, if 
not a very great composer and not a 
conductor at all, is a man of unim- 
peachable character. She has got him 
and i wish her joy of the national 
music he will create for her. Old 
French tunes treated in a consistently 
academic way by a plodding Scot 
ought to satisfy. 

i Australia has no more musicians 
than Canada. I suppose it is natural 

| that none of these outland places 

'should have musicians of its own. 
Scotland has only half a dozen; the 
Irish musician known to me rejoices 
in the very Hibernian name of Espo- 
sito; Canada and Australia have none, 
and 1 am told that some peculiar mi- 
crobe kills off any musical person who 
remains in India, five years. Austra- 
lia, however, had the good luck to get 
a thoroughly good EnglLsh musician 
some thirteen or fourteen years ago, 
Mr. G. VV. L. Marshall Hall. He was 
recommended by Sir Hubert Parry and 
others for the professorsliip of music 
in Melbourne University, and though 
he fell out some time back with the 
childish authorities lie remains in the 
city as director of the Melbourne con- 
servatoire. Music ln Australia means 
what Marshall Hall is doing. In other 
places they imitate London with the 
"Messiah" and "Elijah." — even ln Mel- 
bourne they do that — but. the Marshall 
Hall orchestral concerts have pro- 
grammes as fresh and good as any con- 
cert to be heard in London. Marshall 
Hall was succeeded at the university

The gold 
dredge is a gold manufactory, witli an 
insatiable demand and assured market 
for Its product, at the rate of $20.17 per 
Troy ounce fine, paid down by the 
mints in gold coin. No risk, no idle 
stock on hand, no bad debts, no com- 
missions, brokerages, or discounts, nor 
no monopoly of trade, now or ever 
possible. An instant sale for the en- 
tire produce at a fixed price, paid in 
cash. Such are the Incomparable con- 
ditions of tiie gold manufacturing bus- 
iness. It goes without saying that, 
unless the cost of taking part in it is 
beyond the ordinary means of business 
men, such an industry will not fall to 
invite a vast number of participants. 
This contingency can be settled at 
once. The dredges cost from $3f>,000 
to $50,(100 each', according lo size; a 
sum quite within the means, of the 
average business man, commercial 
partnership, or small corporation. * * * 
"Like most other inventions, the gold 
ship is a development. A gold dredge 
was used on the Magdalenu river 20 
years ago; the device was further de- 
veloped several years later In New 
Zealand; it was brought almost to per-

Gold Ship and Its Work 



I rom he Littrary Digest 
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The present yield of sold is double 
what it was ten years ago, amounting 
to a million dollars a day; but within 
the next ten years it bids fair to double 
again— so we are told by no less an 
authority than Alexander Del Mar, 
writing.' in i h. I nglnui ing Magazine 
(New York. July.) The increase in the 
past, he says, has been due to the 
abandonment of sliver-mining Tor gold 
mining, and the Invention of the cyan- 
ide process. That in the future will be 
caused by the use of tin- gold dredge, 
which he calls "a weird Invention, a 
wonderful tiling, a 'Gold Ship' that 
moves over the land and " * ex- 

tracts every particle of gold out of the 
long-neglected placers." This "phan- 
tom ship" is now beginning to clean up 
the abandoned placers of California 
and will soon be doing tin- same for 
Siberia, Brazil, and Peru. Says .Mr. 
Del Mar: 

"All these placers or aurlferons can 
hi' profitably worked over by the gold 
dredge am: more gold taken from them 
than they have already yielded. The 
reason of this is thai hand labor never 

touches tin- i rer portions of a placer, 

.•mil Unit from the richer portions it

whereas the dredge gets it all. « « * 
Placer mining came to a stop in Egypt 
and Spain when their product fell to 
the level of hand labor; it stopped in 
Brazil partly for the same reason, and 
partly because, the gravel being small 
ami line, the placer fields are nearly 
Hat, and the mines are 'out of grade.' 
It stopped in California because the 
tailings choked up the rivers and the 
law courts interdicted the hydraulic 
I roeess.

fur lack nf running water, c Is still 
going oti during the summer time, 
when the streams are released from 
frost. In none f these countries was 
placer mining arrested because there 
was no more gold in the gravel, but for 
the other reasons slated, all of which 
are now remedied by the gold dredge. 
This invention supercedes hand labor

Matter which Pasteur ster- 
ilized and isolated obstinately refused to 
show any presence of bncterla, and the 
inference was accepted that there was 
•no such thing- as siiontaneons generation. 
■Rut with the application of radium, an 
element that is inorganic yet unstable, 
|to a sterilized substance a manifestation 
is made that may lead to a revision of 
the old finding.

The matter of holding a union card 
is of vital importance in some parts 
of the United States, as is manifested 
by tiie recent action at Orange, N. J., 
where a member of the union was ex- 
pelled for non-unionlike conduct, and 
as a result could not secure employ- 
ment. He seeks to recover damages 
for being deprived of bis union card In 
a maimer, as he claims, contrary to 
union rules. 

In the United States there are 5,31!),- 
912 women and girls employed outside 
their own homes, one-half of whom are 
under 26 years of age. One-tenth of 
the women engaged in manufacturing 
industries are married. Women con- 
stitute IS. 4 per l ent, of the' whole num- 
ber of workers, as shown by the cen- 
sus of occupation tables, but since they 
do not work so steadily as men the 
proportion of female labor Is consid- 
erably less than 18.4 per cent. 

The carpenters' strike, which is on 
in .Montreal, has been productive of 
one case in the Recorder's Court.

At a recent meeting in Lawrence, 
Mass., on the matter of trade schools 
and the apparent benefits which could 
be derived from the Institution of such 
schools, Harry Skellington spoke on 
"The Industrial Education of our Chil- 
dren." In many cases, be said, the 
parents comply with the law (compul- 
sory attendance of children of school 
age) as a result of great sacrifice, and 
the child having finished the grammar 
school course is expected to contribute 
to the support of the family by the 
labor of his hands.

through the continued sacrifice of the 
parents, attend a few years longer at 
the high school, and then enter the 
Industrial school to be there fitted for 
the serious life work and for the high- 
est development of knowledge and skill 
In the arts and sciences of the manu- 
facture of those tilings that go to 
make up our civilization; in a word, a 
workingmau's college. A high stan- 
dard of intelligence naturally breeds 
a demand upon the worker for higher 
technical knowledge and skill which 
leads to higher wages, shorter hours 
and a higher standard of living.

During last wool-: printers from all 
over Canada and the United States 
have been In convention assembled at 
Toronto, being the fifty-first conven- 
tion of the International Typographical 
Union. Hefore they closed the conven- 
tion the International Typographical 
Union listened to addresses from 
Samuel Gompers, president of the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor, and from 
G. H. Kills, president of the United 
Typothetae of America. The eight- 
hour day movement by long odds took 
precedence In matters of Important 
business before. the convention, and the 



The movement started in Xew York 
city to form unions of the Garment 
Workers in the Italian colony, where 
some 12,000 women workers live, 
promises to meet with hearty support 
from those most concerned. It would 
seem that this action would reach the 
seat of the trouble, and if plans are 
carried out it will not be long until 
the serious question of the sweat shop 
Will be no more in that city, for (he 
advent of union labor means Its ex- 
termination in its entlrlty. In ad- 
dition It means that when the women 
refuse to work for small wages their 
husbands and sons who learn the 
trade will he aide to secure more than 
$10 per week for tea hours' work a 
day, which is the rate paid them at 
this time. 

The latest British government Blue 
Book shows that the number of per- 
sons engaged In mining and quarrying 
at home and abroad in PJ03 was close 
upon 5,1100,0110, and shows a substan- 
tial increase on the figures for the pre- 
ceding year, of this total, roughly 
speaking, one-fifth were employed in 
the United Kingdom and one-third in 
the British Empire. More than half 
of the total number were employed in 
getting coal alone; Great Britain em- 
ploying over three-quarters of a mil- 
lion each, France 167,000, Belgium 139,- 
000, Austria 121,000 and India 86,000. 
The death rate from accident in coal 
mines was lowest in France, the rates 
per 1,000 belngr 1.211 for the United 
Kingdom, or 1.33 for the British Em- 
pire, 1.01! for France, 2.0 for Gormanv, 
and 3.08 for the United States. The 
death rate for foreign countries gen- 
erally was 2.14. 

The Labor members of the Common- 
wealth Parliament recently made a 
combined tour of Western Australia, 
and one of the Melbourne contingent 
has returned home shocked. He says 
Western Australia Is the most pros- 
perous section of the Commonwealth, 
and also the most materialistic. It is 
"absolutely given over to money-mak- 
ing'- and pleasure-seeking." He saw 
cricket and football matches being 
played In the presence of huge paying 
crowds on Sunday afternoons. Places 
of amusement were also, open and 
largely frequented on Sundays, and 
"card and dinner parties were ram- 
pant." The Western Australian police 
acting under Instructions of the gov- 



"In my judgment," said Governor 
Douglas of Massachusetts. In his an- 
nual message, "Massachusetts made a 
good investment when it gave financial 
encouragement to our textile schools 
and our nautical training school.

'some branch of actual work. He feels 
i that such a school should take up a 
I hoy or girl on their leaving grammar 
school studies and leach about the 
same studies as are now handled in the 
high schools, and in addition should 
1 furnish experts to teach certain trad 
! giving the pupil a chance so that lit? 
' may pick out whichever trade he 
1 thinks be is best suited for. Two, 
I three or four years In such a school 
as this would graduate a pupil wdth a 
far better general education than he 
had on entering, and at the same time 
would leave him fitted to take up a 
position where he could become a 
skilled workman, could command good 
wages and be sure of a place in the 
world's work. The whole course 
should not he devoted to the teaching 
of the trade. Principles of manhood, 
citizenship, history of the country's 
achievements, mathematics, language 
and other general knowledge should 
be Instilled in the pupil's mind.

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Some of our readers may have heard 
the story of the two Irish school-boys 
who settled their destinies — so far as 
a boy's choice may do so — by "tossing 
up" to decide which of them should 
follow the law, which enter the 
Church.

Even the use of exception- 
al gifts may "produce nothing visible 
to the world's eye and yet may com- 
plete its development within tfi a 
very perfect degree." Objective 
achievements, however, though not 
the only ones that have value, are 
certainly those that count for most in 
the popular judgment and also in the 
minds of the strlvers themselves. In 
the case of the two boys who con- 
sulted Juna Moneta tin a humble 
guise), as to their respective paths of 
honor and success, it is generally 
agreed that they did not fail either In 
tiie outer and visible conquest of the 
world's prize or in the inner develop- 
ment cf heaven's endowments — 
though, in their cases;, as in so many 
others, where men silently compete 
with their brethren, regard must be 
had to the good will of those who ex- 
ercise authority. Ami this good-will 
is not always — at least, not entirely — 
won by merit. No one has ever de- 
nied merit to the churchman and the 
lawyer of whom the toss-up story is 
told. One id' them was Willuun 
Magee and the other. William Conyng- 
bam Plunket. They were both born In 
the same year, 1765. The former 
after winning some prizes as a 
scholar, a mathematician and a con- 
troversial writer, became successively 
Uean of Cork, Bishop of Raphoe and 
Archbishop of Dublin. He was the 
grandfather of Dr. William Connor 
Magee, who is well remembered as 
Bishop of Peterborough and Arch- 
bishop of York. William Conyngham 
Plunket to whom it fell to cultivate 
I the fields of Themis, succeeded In rals- 
;|lng a fair harvest in due time, and, 
- 1 having attained the rank of Lord 
Chancellov "f Ireland, was created 
Baron Plunket. The Plunkets (some 
of whom spell the name with two "t's") 
have played a more or less prominent 
role in Irish history for many long 
centuries. Our Interest In the fifth 
Baron, who Is the present head of the 
House, is of a peculiar kind. He has 
for consort a lady of Canadian birth, 
the daughter of one of our most il- 
lustrious and eloquent governors, tlje 
Marquess of Dufferif) and Ava. She 
was known to Canadians in her bright, 
youth, in her native home at Ottawa,' 
as Lady Victoria Blackwood. The 
late Queen was her godmother. Those 
who would know the whole story of 
her life must consult Miss Margaret 
Fadlo Henderson's beautifully illus- 
trated contribution to the Canadian 
Magazine for July. — VHer Excellency 
Lady Plunket."

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The Total Eclipse of the Sun

• Astronomers arc at present busily en- 
gaged in making -preparations for u 
great event on August 'M next. On that 
Iday there -will bo a total eclipse of the 
sun. ThoPA have been, however, so 
many total eclipses within the recollec- 
tion of most of us that the question may 
well bo asked as to why wo are to pay 
any particular attention to this eclipse 
among the number. The reasons are 
easily stated. In the first place, the 
duration of totality at the best stations 
is fairly long. The complete obscura- 
tion of the sun will last for 3 rain. 00 
sees. No doubt under a combination 
of favorable circumstances eclipses can 
and do sometimes happen in which the 
duration of totality, as it is called, is 
considerably greater. In some eclipses 
it has been indeed nearly twice as great. 
On the other hand, in many total eclip- 
ses which >iave been deemed worthy the 
attention 01' the astronomer, the precious 
seconds of totality have been barely halt 
as many as those which will be available 
next August. 

But a special reason why we hear so 
much about the eclipse of this autumn 
arises from the fact that it can be seen 
under the most favorable conditions iu 
localities easily reached by a few days' 
journey. The middle of the eclipse, that 
is the occurrence of totality at noon, can 
be observed by those who travel no 
greater distance than to the north of 
Spain. There, either at Burgos, or at a 
place one-third ot the way from Sara- 
gossa to Madrid, or at Morella, there 
will bo good prospect of clear weather, 
and n view of one of the sublimest of na- 
tural phenomena under the best possible 
conditions for observation. 

Novel Methods of Observation. 
: Of course, without leaving our own 
homes the eclipse of next August will be 
visible to some extent. It will be visible

over the whole of Europe, and the 
greater part of Africa. It will be visible 
over the North Atlantic, and over a 
great part of Canada, and doubtless will 
bo noted by many hundreds of thou- 
sands of observers. It may here bo 
■mentioned that an eclipse of this kind 
can be observed on a bright day when 
the sun is high, in a manner which, 
though it may not be actually instruct- 
ive from a scientific point of view, is 
certainly pleasing and picturesque. This 
observation is made, strange to say, not 
by looking up to the sun, but by looking 
down upon the ground. When the sun 
throws a shadow of a tree on the road, 
the rays of light passing through inter- 
stices between the leaves, form bright 
spots, which, though we may not ordi- 
narily notice the fact, are really images 
of the sun. When a large part of the 
disc of the sun is eclipsed, then the 
bright part is reduced to a crescent, and 
consequently each of the myriad little 
solar images on the ground present to 
us beautiful crescents. 
I A most satisfactory way of observing 
the phenomenon is to obtain the assist- 
ance of a telescope, and then to arrange 
.that the image of the sun shall he 
thrown on a screen. By this device a 
greatly enlarged imago of the sun is ob- 
tained and the excessive brilliancy is 
suitably reduced. 

But the characteristic phenomena 
which makes eclipses so important are 
never exhibited when the phase of the 
eclipse is no more than a partial one. 
Complete extinction of the sun is neces- 
sary, or, in other words, it is necessary 
for the observer to take up such a posi- 
tion that the shadow of trie moon shall 
pass over him as that shadow sweeps 
over the earth. It is with the object of 
getting into the track of the shadow that 



astronomers are now preparing for a 
visit either to Canada, or to Spain, or 
to Tunis, or to Egypt, for the line passes 
through these other countries as well 
as through Spain. The width of the 
shadow track is approximately 100 | throe minut 
miles, but towards each end of the track 
the duration of the totality diminishes, 
so that to see the eclipse under the most 
favorable conditions a position should be 



black globe. The shadow has fallen on 
the earth and now as a black spot about 
100 miles in diameter it commences an 
eastern rush at headlong speed across 
our continents and oceans. In two or 
after its arrival it has 
d Rurson's Bay, and then just 
live minutes before noon iu London, the 
shadow launches from the coast of Lab- 
rador upon the Atlantic. 



ly an hour is occupied in this oceau 
transit, during which, from the astron- 
omer's point of view, the eclipse is 
wasted. 

As the Greenwich clock shows ten 
minutes to one, the sun being now high 
in the heavens, and consequently the op- 
portunities for observation being at their 
best, the Atlantic journey is over, and 
the shadow enters Europe near Cape 
Flnlsrterre, For about 25 minutes the 
course lies through Spain, and then the 
Mediterranean is reached. This sea is 
crossed till Tunis is entered about 1.40. 
Then again follows a passage over the 
sea until Egypt is entered at 2.04. 
Twenty minutes later there is a crossing 
of the Bed Sea, and now the earthly 
journey of the shadow is drawing to a 
close, and it ends in Arabia at 2.3-, hav- 
ing occupied 2 hours 40 minutes in its 
course from Canada. At the ends of its 
track the duration of the totality is 
about two minutes, and it is nearly 
double as long in the central part of the 
track. 

Expected Results. 

The circumstances of this eclipse arc 
in every way so favorable that astron- 
omers are making strenuous efforts to 
observe it at various places throughout 
its long journey. The eclipse will be ob- 
served before it leaves the American 
coast in Labrador, not only by American 
observers, hut by astronomers, who will 
travel thither from Europe. Then, of 
course, special attention will he directed 
to the observations in the north of 
Spain, and also inTunis, and in Egypt. 
Thus at widely distant stations along 
the track elaborate photographic appli- 
ances for* depicting the appearance of 
the corona, and for obtaining informa- 
tion as to its spectrum, will be busily 
engaged. This wide distribution of the 
observing stations makes it highly prob- 
able that even if the weather be un-

Dr. Charles E. Woodruff, surgeon In 
the United States army, In a scientlllc 
study of the color of the hair, divides 
the United States Into color zones cor- 
responding with those to which the 
races became accustomed iu the old 
world.

The Path of the Shadow. 

Just 1!) minutes before noon on 30th 
August, 1003, Greenwich time, the sha- 
dow cone of the moon cast by the sun, 
after rapidly moving through space, first 
strikes this earth. The place so honored 
is about Winnipeg, and the industrious 
farmers will there doubtless be astonish- 
ed to see the rising sun appearing as a 



Over the Atlantic the black spot 
rushes. Generally of course the shadow 
is cast upon a more waste of water, but 
it may no doubt occasionally happen 
that the mariner has to record in his 
log that he was overtaken by the sha- 
dow, that broad day was suddenly 
transformed Intu night, and any lights 
which "Happened to be burning on the 
vessel would then stream forth into the 
gloom with unexpected brightness. Near-

favorable ia some places, it will not be 
so in all places. 

Thus some results may be considered 
as practically certain; but there is an- 
other lib vantage of a very different kind. 
The duration of the total eclipse under 
the most favored conditions still falls 
somewhat short of four minutes. There 
is thus but a very brief interval between 
the first and the last photograph that 
one observer can take. If, however, the 
corona be photographed at Labrador by 
oik! party, ami at Egypt by another, 
there may beau interval of as much as 
two hours between the two exposures. 

The importance of this will be appre- 
ciated when we bear in mind one of the 
principal problems which it is hoped 
this eclipse may enable us to solve. The 
mysterious corona, well shown in the ad- 
mirable pictures taken on April 10, 1893, 
by Mr. J. Kearney in West Africa, is 
certainly not a permanent structure; it 
is in constant movement, and in the in- 
tense energy of solar activity, the move- 
ments take place with such rapidity that 
in the space o" a couple of hours such 
large changes take place as would be 
quite conspicuous on the two photo- 
graphs taken at such an interval. The 
experience of former eclipses has shown 
this to be the case, and it may reason- 
ably be expected that further light will 
he gained by the opportunities afforded 
next August. 

It must be remembered that the 
corona is never visible unless under the 
rare opportunity of a total eclipse. The 
many artificial devices by which it lias 
been so.ight to exclude the direct light of 
the sun, and thus render the faint cor- 
ona visible, have never yet succeeded. 
Precious indeed to those who would 
penetrate the secrets of nature are those 
glorious minutes in the afternoon of 
August 30, 1005.

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Following up m 
■tion, the chief vain 
or the system of ploughing under 
growing crop of clover, lies iu the addi- 
tion of nitrogen otherwise unobtainable. 
By the subsequent decay of the soil of 
the turned-under clover, thisuitrogen is 
setfree, and is converted by nitrifica- 
tion into available food for future crops 
of grain, fruit trees, roots, and the like. 
The growth and harvesting of the nitro- 
gen consumers leave the soil poorer in 
nitrogen; the growth of clover and other 
legumes, even when the crop has been 
harvested and the roots only left, leaves 
the soil invariably richer in that con- 
stituent. 

There are other advantages, though 
of lesser importance, accruing from this 
method. Uumus in large amounts is 
formed in the soil from the organic mat- 
ter of the clover. In additions to tile 
functions of manuring with clover, there 
is the mechanical as well as the chemical 
improvement of the soil, the addition of 
food materials, and the encouragement 
of microbe life within the soil. Then,

Yet how often are they disregarded 
altogether ln a consideration of Cana- 
dian artistic development, when their 
place should be In the very front rank. 
Influenced by France, they may be, 
but Canadian literature must neces- 
sarily be Influenced by all those coun- 
tries which make up her population. 
Cremazle writes in the French lan- 
guage, but Cremazle is a Canadian to 
Ills Hnger-tlps, and the French is 
merely his easiest vehicle for his 
thoughts. The French-Cannd'an is 
Canadian first and French merely by 
Inheritance. 

And this section of our population Is 
naturally artistically Inclined. The 
church, and we may freely acknowl- 
edge our continued Indebtedness to It 
In this respect, past and present, has 
continually fostered literature, paint- 
ing and music, and preserved Jealous- 
ly those paintings or manuscripts 
which have come into her possession. 
Her churches and Institutions in this 
province, particularly In Quebec city, 
are repositories of some of the finest 
works of art in America. Her Ba- 
silica and University of Laval, con- 
tain art treasures, covering almost 
every school of art of the Continent 
from Tltlen to Gainsborough — Vene- 
tian, Spanish, Roman, Neapolitan, 
French, Dutch, Flemish, and English 
The whole tendency and intluence has 
been for the preservation and develop 
ment of nrt, and many of the church 
paintings have been executed by monk 
or nun, In the seclusion of the cloister. 
An ecclesiastical school of painting has 
thus arisen In our province, which fol- 
lows Its own rules and standards, and 
finds expression in conceptions of 
saints, and holy incidents, the results 
of which on canvas may be seen in the 
many churches and chapels, through 
the towns, villages and even In the 
larger cities of Quebec. 

A knowledge' of the country-sides of 
our province also compels the observa- 
tion that the Catholic Church is making 
an attempt for uniform architecture in 
regard to her churches, The imposing 
gray stone edifice is taking the place of 
all the older churches, and each parish 
conforms to the same general rule in 
the church building— high and wide, 
with the main entrance and the two side 
entrances, a grand altar and two side 
altars — the lines of the new churches are 
on a simple, pleasing, spacious plan. In 
Montreal we have St. .lames Cathedral 
and Notre Dame, as specimens of her 
most ambitious Birchitecture. ln all of

rence. The after-lights of the suu are 
shading the heights behind the gray 
church, the Basilica of Ste. Anne. The 
green of the sloping banks on the oppo- 
site side of the river is a little misty iu 
the soft, warm, humid air. Here and I 
there on the blue waters of the St. Law- 1 
rence may be seen the white sails of 
sailing boats, like a reflection of the 
white-necked blue sky above. 

A cool breeze blows off the water, 
while the tide ripples run up and 
break on the shore like an after-echo of 
that ocean-tide that is surging in at the 
gulf, in the distance may he seen the 
continued line of the Laurentian bills, 
touched by the blue mist of river nnd 
sky, while the shadows from the heights 
fall across the church garden and along 
the paths. 

This is Ste. Anne's — the saint's 
shrine of Quebec of America, to which 
thousands of devotees make annual pil- 
grimage, the hope of many sick and 
crippled — thu is Ste. Anne's. 

The church, with its piles of discarded 
crutches, its splendid interior, its unique 
altar to Ste. Anne, its sacred relics, its 
tablets of thanksgiving, echoes to the 
sound of the feet of many pilgrims. They 
kneel in pew or aisle or before the mir- 
acle-performing statue in the centre. 
There is much of interest hero. The 
grand altar, the side altars, the pulpit, 
hold much of artistic interest; the kneel- 
ing people, of living interest; and the 
discarded crutches of curious interest. 
It is not a place for scoffers to enter, for 
faith, if nothing else, hallows it, and if 
faith hallows it, why need one wonder 
at its miracles'.' 

There have been many who have con- 
scientiously tried to explain Ste. Anne's, 
attempted to analyze the emotions that 
move the thousands of pilgrims who go 
there. The very existence of such a 
shrine is a puzzle to twentieth century 
progress. But no one has, as yet, solved 
the puzzle, nor dissected for public en- 
lightenment the spiritual anatomy of 
these believers. It is much to the credit 
of the shrine that doubters acknowledge 
an existing barrier beyond which they 
cannot go. At least the faith in it satis- 
lies the credulous; and that is more than 
many a twentieth century faith can do. 

From the steps of the churoh one may 
see on the hilltops, the stations of the 
cross, and on the lower rise, marked by 
slab and monument, many of them, old 
and broken by age, is the little French- 
Canadian God's Acre. The village itself 
is but a complement of the shrine, with 
its boarding-houses and hotels for the 
accommodation of pilgrims. Here and 
there are booths for the sale of souven- 
irs, odd rosaries or holy trinkets. It is 
a long, quiet enough street of a French- 
Canadian village. 

Then there an? the Holy Steps and 
■he Holy Spring, ami the Memorial 
Chapel. 'The last is in itself a sufficient 
reason for a journey to Ste. Anne's. It 
is unique because of its age, and its 
curious paintings. It is a curio, and a 
quaint old curio at that. The Sealu 
Saucta, with its lovely little chapel at 
the top of the ascent, is but a continua- 
tion of worship for devout pilgrims, and 
then there is the Ste. Anne of the Grot- 
to — and having seen these, one has seen, 
so far as externals are concerned, the 
shrine of Ste. Anne de Bcatipre. ^ 

Theiong lines of shadow even darken 
the garden before the church. The sta- 
tue of the Virgin among the flowers is 
touched by it into greater beauty. The 
church, the chapel, the Scnlu Sanctn, th i 
garden, the village street, the God's 
Acre, the heights above, and the St. 
Lawrence below, arc all touched by the 
shadows of fulling night; shadows which 
creep also about a group of waiting ones 
before the church.
